The resins in evergreen sap cause 
permanent injury when plants are permitted 
to shrivel or dry. Thoroughly pulverise soil 
before setting plants. Examine body of plants 
near roots for soil marks which show depth 
plants were planted in nursery. Do not set 
more than 1 inch deeper than it was planted 
before. Place plant and fill hole half full with 
rich top soil and firm well to eliminate air 
pockets. Water well and fill remainder of hole 
with dry dirt. Water intermittently throughout 
the summer as weather conditions require. Do 
not use. commercial fertilizer while planting 
evergreens.
